The  District  is  approximately '92  soixare  miles  in  area  and  is 
divided  into  26  parishes  with  a population  of  8,270.  Agriculture  is 
the  basic  industry,  mostly  dairy  farming.  There  is  a Llillc  Factory 
and  a Plastics ' Factory  in  Beaminster  Town,  and  a Saw  Mill  in  the  west 
of  the  District, 

Water  Supplie Sj, 

The  West  Dorset  Water  Board  took  over  direct  responsibility  of 
public  water  supplies  in  the  District  on  Ist,  April,  1959»  The  Council 
still  retain  responsibility  for  water  supplies  to  their  own  housing  estates 
in  parishes  other  than  the  parishes  of  Beaminster,  Netherbury,  Thorncombe, 
Corscombe  and  Halstook  which  are  supplied  by  the  West  Dorset  Water  Board. 

West  Dorset  Water  j_oard*_s  Sjjieme  Pj^se  j_. 

By  the  end  of  the  1962  the  West  Dorset  Water  Board  had  practically 
completed  phase  1 of  their  Regional  Scheme.  The  works  comprised  constructing 
six  reservoirs  with  a total  of  1,230,000  gallons  capacity  and  23  miles  of 
mains.  These  reservoirs  are  sited  at  (a)  Litton  Cheney  (b)  North  T/arren  Hill 
Netherbuiy,  (c)  Toller  Down  (d)  Dottery  (e)  Stoke  ICnapp  and  (f)  Pour  Ashes, 

Stoke  Abbott,  Mains  have  been  laid  connecting  the  Hooke  source  to  Toller  Down 
reservoir  and  along  Beaminster  Do\7n  to  Stoke  Knapp  reservoir  with  a spur  link 
to  Beaminster  reservoir.  Prom  Stoke  Knapp  reservoir,  the  main  continues  north 
through  Broadwindsor  towards  Burstook  and  also  from  the  reservoir  it  runs  south 
through  Bowood  to  the  reservoir  at  Foxir  Ashes  then  through  Salv7ay  Ash  to  the 
resejTvoir  at  Dottery  from  v/hence  it  runs  east  to  Bradpole  linking  with  the  mains 
supplying  Bridport  Borough,  At  ICingsland,  Salway  Ash,  there  is  a link  main 
through  Netherbury  to  North  Warren  Hill  reservoir  which  is  also  supplied  from  the 
Beaminster  Do;7n  main  via  the  spur  to  Beaminster  reservoir,  A main  was  also  laid 
from  Litton  Cheney  to  Askerswell  via  a temporary  reservoir  at  Bunkers  Hill  and 
also  from  this  reservoir  to  Shipton  G-orge,  Works  at  Hooke  source  were  nearly 
completed. 

Phase  11  of  the  scheme  will  embrace  the  construction  of  three  reservoirs 
of  a total  of  300,000  gallons  capacity  and  the  laying  of  1A  miles  of  nalyts 
The  reservoirs  iTill  be  sited  at  (a)  Bunkers  Hill,  Askers\7ell  (b)  South  Perrott 
and  (c)  Hooke,  Mains  will  be  laid  do\7n  the  Asker  'Yalley  to  connect  with  the 
Bradpole  mains.  From  Four  Ashes  reservoir  the  main  will  be  laid  to  Stoke  Abbott, 
and  mains  will  be  laid  to  Chedington,  Mosterton,  and  South  Perrott  reservoir 
from  the  main  connecting  Toller  Dovm  and  Stoke  Knapp  reservoirs,  Broadoak  will 
be  connected  to  the  reservoir  at  Dotteiy  and  mains  will  be  laid  from  Bridport 
to  Symondsbury,  and  from  Shipton  G-orge  to  Burton  Brads  took,  Hooke  village  \7ill 
be  supplied  from  the  Hooke  reservoir, 

Diaring  the  year  it  became  possible  to  take  surplus  water  by  gravitation 
from  Beaminster  to  Bridport  via  the  reservoir  situated  on  North  Warren  Hill 
and  the  mains  through  Salv/ay  Ash  and  Dotteiy  to  Bradpole,  The  resultant 
Zf0,000  gallons  per  day  transferred  to  the  Bridport  system  improved  the  pressure 
throughout  the  town  and  enabled  the  booster  pmps  at  Litton  Cheney  to  be  stopped, 
besides  avoiding  a water  shortage  in  the  Borou^,  a shortage  which  had  been  an 
annml  ocoiarance. 

On  27th,  November,  the  Minister  granted  the  Board  an  Order  to  develop  the 
Litton  Cheney  source.  All  the  restrictions  on  the  supply  of  v/ater  to  new 
btiilding  development  in  the  Bridport  area  T7ere  lifted  d\jring  the  latter  part  of 
the  year, 

Re-Grouping  o^  Water  UndetyaMngs , 

In  September,  folloT/ing  the  decision  of  the  Weymouth  Water  Works  Compary 
not  to  oppose  the  formation  of  a Joint  Water  Board  to  include  the  Company *s 
area,  representatives  of  the  Councils  of  Weymouth  Borough,  Dorchester  Borough, 
Portland  Urban  District  and  Dorchester  Rural  District  decided  to  inform  the 
Jiinister  that  they  were  prepared  to  enter  into  negotiations  to  form  a new  Water 
Board  in  conjunction  with  the  Authorities  now  constituting  the  West  Dorset  Water

Approximately  A, 000  persons  take  supplies  from  public  mains, 

2,000  from  private  piped  supplies  and  2,000  depend  on  individual  sources, 
e.g.  wells  and  springs,  which  are  mostly  of  doubtfiil  quality  and  insufficient 
quantity.

In  order  to  save  tine  should  the  Long  Sea  Outfall  be  favourably  finalized 
to  the  satisfactnon  of  the  three  Authorities  concerned,  the  Minister  on  the 
request  of  this  Cormcil^ agreed  towards  the  end  of  the  year  that  the  contract 
documents  and.  details  regarding  the  scheme  for  sewering  Boaminster  and  the 
pumping  stations  be  prepared  to  the  stage  of  inviting  tenders  for  the  work, 
on  the  understanding  that  approval  to  go  to  tender  would  not  be  given  until 
Bridport  Borough  Council’s  proposals  in  respect  of  sewage  disposal  had  been 
investigated  and  accepted. 


J oint_  Sewerage, 
Long  Sea  Outfall. 


Messrs  Lemon  and  Blizzai'd,  the  Consultant  Engineers  appointed  by  the  three 
West  Dorset  Local  Authorities  to  investigate  this  scheme  and  prepare  a preliminary 
report,  issued  their  report  in  July.  The  conclusions  set  down  were^ that  the 
Consultants  are  in  favour  of  the  Joint  Scheme  \7ith  a Submarine  Outfall,  both  because 
it  is  cheaper  and  because  they  preferred  that  method  of  disposal  on  engineering 
and  amenity  grounds.  Two  assumptions  however  are  made;  firstly,  that  the  selected 
discharge  point  will  be  satisfactory,  and  secondly,  that  there  is  sufficient 
capacity  in  the  Borou^  trunk  sewers  to  accommodate  the  flow  from  the  rural 
districts.  The  report  goes  on  to  suggest  that  the  next  step  should  be  for  these 
two  assumptions  to  be  checked  by  (l)  additional  tidal  current  observations,  and, 

(2)#  by  continuous  flow  recording  on  the  Borough  se\7ers.  They  also  suggested 
that  copies  of  the  repoi*t  should  be  sent  to  the  Dorset  Couniy  Council  for 
observations  and  to  the  Ministry  for  irifomation.

Public  Cleansing. 

A fortni^tly  collection  of  all  household  refuse  for  the  ^ whole  of  the 
District  except  Beaninster  parish,  v;hioh  has  a v/eekly  collection,  was  introduced 

in  1 961  • 

The  refuse  is  tipped  on  the  Council* s dunp  a nile  north  of  Beaninster  town. 

Litter  bins,  provided  by  the  Dorset  County  Coiincil  who  also  contribute 
towards  the  cost  of  collection  at  official  laybys  on  trunlc  and  classified  roads, 
are  enptied  on  the  nomal  refuse  collection  rounds.

There  is  only  one  licenced  slaughterhouse  in  the  District. 

This  is  sited  at  Broad\7indsor  and  is  privately  owned.  Inspection  of  neat 
at  this  slaughterhouse  is  nade  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  who  possesses 
the  necessary  qualifications, 

75  inspections  were  nade  to  the  slaughterhouse  during  the  year. 


The  owner  of  the  above  slaughterhouse  has  biailt  a new  one  in  the  sane 
village  to  replace  the  old  one.  The  new  Slaughterhouse  v/as  first  licenced 
on  1st,  JiiLy,  1962, 

The  Council  wore  infomed,  that  the  I/Iinister  had  nade  1st  April,  1962 
as  the  day  fron  which  all  slaughterhouses  in  the  Rural  District  nust  conply 
with  the  construction  regulations,  i,e,  the  Slau^terhouse  (Hygiene)  Regiilations 
1958  and  the  Slaughter  of  Aninals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulations  1958.  This  date 
was  subsequently  extended  to  1st,  July,  1962, 
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In  conjunction  with  the  County  Pathologist,  samples  from  slaughterhouse 
drains  and  from  slaughtered  animals  are  being  talcen  for  a period  of  one  year 
commencing  8th,  October,  19^2  to  ascertain  the  amount  of  Salmonella  infection 
in  slaughterhouses.  By  the  end  of  the  year  the  follo\7ing  results  had  been  obtained, 
21  samples  were  taken,  19  being  negative  and  2 positive. 

The  Meat  (Staining  and  Sterilisation)  Regulations,  19^0,  cane  into 
operation,  1/11/6O, 

Briefly  they  are  to  the  effect  that,  vith  certain  exemptions.,,  neat  at 
slaughterhouses  and  other  premises,  which  is  unfit  for  human  consumption  must 
be  sterilised  before  it  leaves  the  premises,  but  Yjhere  there  are  no  facilities 
for  sterilising,  the  neat  nay  be  removed  by  arrangement  with  an  authorised  officer 
of  the  Local  Authority  to  a place  where  it  will  be  sterilised  or  destroyed.
